Dad given £200 reward after man in high-speed pursuit on Mil sent to prison

A FATHER from Harlow has 
described the moment he foot 
swept and wrestled a man to the 
ground who was being pursued by 
police. 

The passer-by, 47, who only 
wanted to be identified by his first 
name Mark, helped officers to 
catch 24-year-old Cormack Doolin 
who had been involved in a high 
speed pursuit on the Mil. 

Five separate vehicles were 
struck in the chase and one 
determined police officer was 
also assaulted. 

On Monday, June 11, Doolin, 
unemployed, of Albany Road, 
Hornchurch, was jailed for a total 
of six years at Chelmsford Crown 
Court. 

He received three years for rob¬ 
bery, two years for dangerous 
driving, six months for theft and 
six months for actual bodily 
harm, all to run consecutively. 

At about 10.50am on Sunday, 
February 18, police were carrying 
out speed checks on the Mil when 
Doolin drove past in a Kia Sport- 
age travelling at 99mph. 

Roads policing officer PC Mike 
Bignell followed the car and sig¬ 
nalled for it to stop, but Doolin 
continued to drive off, weaving in 
and out of lanes at 120mph for 
more than 11 miles. 

Junction 

On the slip road of junction 
seven, Doolin crashed into two 
vehicles and PC Bignell got out of 
his car and tried to open the door 
of the Kia. 

However, he was run over and 
knocked to the floor, suffering a 
hand injury, but he still got up and 
continued the pursuit. 

Doolin was later involved in 
two further head-on collisions 
with four cars along the A414 in 
Church Langley - one carrying 
two children - but after running 
off he was wrestled to the ground 
by Mr Solomon. 

“I was with my wife in the car 
going to the gym and, as we were 
approaching the roundabout com¬ 
ing up to Church Langley, we saw 
the white car in the middle of the 
road all smashed up,” said the 
father-of-two. 

“The first thing I heard was a 
lady screaming, I saw a guy jump 
out of the car and he was running 
towards us. 

“Then I saw police cars and the 
police coming out of their

vehicles. I jumped out of the car 
and basically wrestled him to the 
ground. 

“When I was younger I did a lot 
of martial arts and the first thing 
I did was check there was nothing 
in his hands and there was noth¬ 
ing in is hands. 

“I did a sort of foot sweep to 
bring him down.” 

Despite giving up his martial 
arts five years ago, Mark still had 
the skills necessary to stop Doolin 
allowing the police to arrest the 
24-year-old. 

As a result of his incredible 
efforts that saw the dangerous 
individual locked up he was 
rewarded with £200. 

“About three police officers 
held him to the ground until they

had cuffed him,” Mr Solomon 
added. 

“One of the officers got up and 
he thanked me. 

“The police officer rang me yes¬ 
terday and said I had been awar¬ 
ded £200. 

“I was very surprised and I 
wasn’t expecting it at all. 

“If you had time to think about 
it I don’t think you would do any¬ 
thing but because the lady was 
hysterically screaming 

something had clearly 
happened.” 

Understandably Mark’s family 
are proud of his efforts but the 
incident in February did not stop 
his wife attending the gym 
class they had planned on attend¬ 
ing. 


However, on this occasion Mr 
Solomon had to miss out on the 
class. 

The white Kia Sportage vehicle 
driven by Doolin was found to 
have been stolen from an address 
in Heaton Avenue, Romford, 
overnight on Monday, February 
5. 

Doolin was also sentenced after 
robbing a guard carrying an 
empty cash box in Brentwood 
High Street at 12.45pm on October 
11, 2017. 

The box was later found to be 


smashed in a car park in Park 
Road. 

Investigating officer, DC Mel 
Keen, of Brentwood CID, said: 
“Doolin was determined to escape 
at any cost. He drove at dangerous 
speeds, collided with five vehicles 
and ran over a police officer. 

“His dangerous actions resul¬ 
ted in an innocent woman suf¬ 
fering broken ribs and a man 
having to undergo surgery for 
back pain. 

“PC Bignell suffered soft tissue 
damage and despite being in pain, 


still bravely pursued the vehicle 
and arrested Doolin. 

“I would like to thank him for 
his courage and determination. 

“My praise and thanks also 
goes to Mr Solomon who tripped 
Doolin and has since been rewar¬ 
ded with £200. 

“His actions have resulted in a 
dangerous individual being 
locked in prison for a number of 
years.” 

PC Bignell, DC Keen and Mr 
Solomon have all been nominated 
for commendations. 


Quick-thinking neighbours save pub 


QUICK-THINKING neighbours 
saved a Hoddesdon pub from 
burning down after hearing a car 
explode at sunrise on Saturday. 

Angela Spencer, 47, woke up to 
the sound of a “loud bang” from 
The Galley Hall pub next door in 
Hailey Lane at around 5.30am and 
saw flames and huge plumes of 
black smoke. 

Reportedly started by a careless 
cigarette smouldering from the 
night before, the fire destroyed 
the decking area and barbecue 
hut. 

Angela and daughter Maddy, 22, 


who was already up feeding her 
five-month-old baby, rushed over 
to alert the pub owners as the 
flames began to spread towards 
the main building. 

“If we had not woken up it 
might have been worse, it had 
already started to go around the 
decking, so the pub would have 
gone up,” said Angela, who was 
still in her dressing gown when 
she started banging on the door. 

“For a minute we didn’t know 
what we were hearing because it 
went up with a whoosh and we 
saw flames and huge, black 


smoke. I met my daughter at the 
stairs and as I ran down, I rang the 
fire brigade. I just went to bang on 
the door as I know somebody is 
there overnight. 

“I couldn’t get an answer at first 
and then this chap leans out of the 
window asking what I want. I told 
him the pub’s on fire.” 

Firefighters from Hoddesdon 
and Hertford were quick to 
respond and put out the fire, but 
no one knows who owns the car 
destroyed in the fire. 

“I do think it’s lucky because 
just another half an hour could 


have made it much worse, espe¬ 
cially with the car exploding and 
adding accelerant to the fire,” 
said Angela. 

The pub’s co-owners, husband 
and wife John and Alison Purdy 
and his sister Colette Tripp, said 
they plan to send their neigh¬ 
bours flowers. 

John said the pub will remain 
open as usual. 

He said: “There was never any 
danger to anyone so I am not too 
emotional about it. It couldn’t 
have happened at a worse time but 
we will get it sorted out.” 


Customs raid lands £1.8m

town’s 15-year development 


Residents are given the 
opportunity to comment 
on new homes, shops, etc

HARLOW residents are invited to 
share their views on how the town 
will develop over the next 15 years 
in a series of consultations held 
over the next six weeks. 

The consultation period has 
been branded as a “once-in-a-life- 
time opportunity” as Harlow 
Council welcomes residents to 
have their say on the Local Devel¬ 
opment Plan before it is submit¬ 
ted for final examination by the 
Government. 

The aim of the plan is to create 
the perfect mix of houses, shops, 
education, health facilities and 
more in proposals that will see the 
regeneration of the town until as 
late as 2033. 

This is the last formal consulta¬ 
tion on the plan before it is sub¬ 
mitted to the Secretary of State for 
Housing, Communities and Local 
Government later this year for 
examination. 

The five themes of the plan are 
place-shaping, housing, prosper¬ 
ity, lifestyles and infrastructure. 

■ WHAT DOES THE 
LOCAL 

DEVELOPMENT 
PLAN INCLUDE? 

The plan will guide development 
across the town, including identi¬ 
fying where developments are 
both acceptable and unaccept¬ 


able, as well as providing a 
strategy to help grow and regen¬ 
erate the town up to 2033. 

It includes proposals to build on 
Harlow’s Garden Town status, 
Public Health England’s reloca¬ 
tion, Enterprise Zone develop¬ 
ments and the new Mil junction 
7A. 

The aim is to ensure the right 
infrastructure is in place at the 
right time to support new housing 
and future employment opportun¬ 
ities. However, a key focus is the 
need for a new, fit-for-purpose hos¬ 
pital serving the town and ensur¬ 
ing community facilities and 
services match Harlow’s needs 
and ambitions for the future. 

Previous consultations have 
highlighted a number of import¬ 
ant issues which now form part of 
the plan. 

These include what new infra¬ 
structure is required, where and 
how much new housing there will 
be and how green spaces will be 
protected. 

According to an assessment of 
housing need, the plan will alloc¬ 
ate 9,200 homes within the Harlow 
boundary to be built up to 2033, 
with at least 30 per cent affordable 
housing. 

Additionally, it sets out a 
strategy to assist in the provision 
of the Harlow and Gilston Garden 
Communities with East Hertford¬ 
shire and Epping Forest District 
Councils. 

Once adopted, the Harlow Local 
Development Plan will replace 
the 2006 Harlow Local Plan.

County Hall urges people to get behind Option D for 
new, improved A120 to secure Government funding 


ESSEX County Council have urged 
people to “unite behind a shared vis¬ 
ion” after announcing their favoured 
route for a new and improved A120. 

Last Friday, Councillor Kevin Bent¬ 
ley, deputy leader at Essex County 
Council and cabinet member for Infra¬ 
structure, announced option D as the 
council’s preferred option for a new 
dual carriageway between Braintree 
and the A12. 

The decision comes following a pub¬ 
lic consultation where 82 per cent of 
respondents agreed that this section of 
the A120 needed to be completely 
upgraded to a dual carriageway in 
order to reduce congestion. 

The proposed route would see Gal¬ 
leys Corner drastically altered and it 
would lead onto a dual carriageway 
road joining the A12 at junction 23 
south of Kelvedon. 

“I truly believe that route option D 
offers the best solution to the prob¬ 
lems of the current A120 between 
Braintree and the A12,” said Cllr Bent¬ 
ley at the event at Earls Colne Golf 
Club. 

“Our study work has demonstrated 
that for every £1 million spent on 
improving the A120, residents, road 
users and businesses will see 
£3,750,000 in benefits. Route D also 
delivers up to 15 minutes in journey 
time savings. 

“The current single-carriageway 
road is not fit for purpose and is often

heavily congested, causing major 
issues, not only for drivers and busi¬ 
nesses in Essex, but also those helping 
to fuel the UK economy through our 
nearby international ports and air¬ 
ports. 

“Now is when the real work begins. 
This scheme is competing with dozens 
across the country for Government 
funding so it is vital that everyone 
unites behind a shared vision for an 
improved A120. 


“Please make your voice heard and 
make sure the Government knows just 
how important this road improvement 
is to the future of Essex, East Anglia 
and the economic future of the coun¬ 
try.” 

The work currently undertaken by 
the county council is only advisory at 
this stage and a preferred route 
announcement for the A120 can only be 
made by the Highways England in asso¬ 
ciation with the Department for Trans¬ 


port. The favoured route announcement 
will soon be recommended to Highways 
England and the Department for Trans¬ 
port for funding within the Road Invest¬ 
ment Strategy 2 - a funding period 
lasting between 2020 and 2025. 

An announcement on whether the 
scheme has been successful is expec¬ 
ted to be made in 2019. 

If it is to be funded the newly- 
upgraded A120 between Braintree and 
the A12 could open as early as 2026. 
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Premier Inn go-ahead despite 
protests from 300 residents 

Objections included ‘prison block’ appearance and its closeness to school

PLANS to build a three-storey 
budget hotel near a primary 
school in Harlow have been 
approved - despite receiving 
around 300 objections. 

On Wednesday night (June 6) 
Harlow Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee voted unanimously in 
favour of building a 46-bedroom 
Premier Inn in Church Langley - 
just ten metres from the Church 
Langley Community Primary 
School and adjacent to the Potters 
Arms pub. 

A report to the development 
management committee had 
already recommended that plan¬ 
ning permission be granted to 
Whitbread PLC, who submitted 
their proposals to the council at 
the end of January. 

Concerns from members of the 
public have included traffic flow, 
the safeguarding of children and 
whether the building would 
attract “undesirable” characters. 

Richard Doyle spoke at the 
meeting as both a Church Langley 
resident and concerned parent. 

He described the hotel as an 
“intrusive building within ten 
metres of the school”. 

He argued that Church 
Langley’s natural light and calm 
environment would be taken 
away by the hotel, and would see it 
become a gridlocked town. 

“There is no benefit to the 
hotel,” said Mr Doyle. 

“There are no negative out¬ 
comes if you say no to the pro¬ 
posal.” 

Church Langley ward council¬ 
lor Simon Carter was also in 
agreement, saying: “There have 
been over 300 individual objec¬ 
tions to this application indicat¬ 
ing an extreme level of concern. 

“We are left with an extremely 
dangerous car park exit, where 
traffic leaving both the Tesco and 
hotel car parks face an offset 
crossroads and blind corners in 
both directions. How is that an 


improvement?” 

Cllr Carter added that if the 
development were to go ahead it 
would be “unacceptable in prin¬ 
ciple”. 

“It looks more like a prison 
block than part of a neighbour¬ 
hood centre,” he continued. 

“In fact, a hotel adds nothing to 
the neighbourhood at all.” 

Yet the meeting heard that 
amendments to the proposal, 
which were initially withdrawn 
in 2016, have been made including 


that no windows are on the side 
facing the school. 

There will also be a reposi¬ 
tioned car park entrance and 
extension and realignment of 
school waiting area and access. 

The development will see 
between 10 and 15 drops made by 
heavy goods vehicles a day and is 
most likely that any additional 
traffic by hotel users be after the 
school rush. 

Essex County Council High¬ 
ways Authority say they are sat¬ 


isfied with the proposals. 

Similarly the likes of Harlow 
Council’s Environmental Health 
team and Essex County Fire and 
Rescue Service raised no objec¬ 
tions. 

Essex Police raised concerns 
regarding the management of 
parking spaces within the nearby 
Tesco, the path leading from the 
car park towards the school, sur¬ 
veillance and boundary treat¬ 
ments. 

However after consultations 
with the applicant, Essex Police 
say that their objections have 
been overcome. 

The force were also asked to 
specifically comment on the 


“unsavoury characters” who may 
use the site, however they con¬ 
firmed that there was no evidence 
to support this and it did not form 
a reason to object. 

Councillor Jean Clark said: “I 
sympathise with the parents to a 
certain extent, they are worried 
about their childrens’ safety and 
so on but on the other hand when 
I read the objections, I cannot 
accept there is any greater 
threat.” 

In relation to the unsavoury 
characters the hotel may bring, 
she said: “The police found that it 
is rather a question of perception 
rather than evidence. 

“They are likely to be no more

of a threat than anybody else. 

“They are going to shop in the 
shops across the road, go to the 
pub, buy petrol in the petrol sta¬ 
tion.” 

Councillor Maggie Hulcoop 
agreed, branding it an “insult” to 
suggest the hotel would increase 
criminal activity. 

“I think it’s a really insulting 
thing to say for a reasonably good 
hotel,” she said. 

“It’s reasonably pricey and 
people who stay there are most 
likely to be business people.” 

She continued to say that the 
Premier Inn would be a “con¬ 
siderable asset” with it ideal for 
people coming to Harlow on a 
temporary basis to work at the 
Enterprise Zone. 

Similarly she suggested that if 
Church Langley residents had 
visitors, it would be the ideal 
place for them to stay, while bring¬ 
ing business to nearby shops. 

The Premier Inn will provide 
six full-time and 12 part-time jobs 
for the community, plus wider 
economic benefits. 

The development is estimated 
to take 24 weeks.

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Parents are full of praise but low intakes mean pre-school has been making a loss 


Nursery 
will close 
due to 
declining 
numbers

A HARLOW pre-school is set to 
close at the end of the summer 
term due to a lack of intake. 

Parents and carers of children 
at Little Treasures were told of the 
news on Monday, June 4 that the 
nursery, situated inside the 
Friends Meeting House, is set to 
close. 

Little Treasures, owned and 
managed by Beryl Coleman, is 
thought to be the only pre-school 
in Harlow that offers 15 free hours 
childcare. 

Its decline in pupil numbers is 
believed to be the result of the 
Government doubling its free 
early education hours to 30 - 
prompting parents to enrol their 
children elsewhere and Little 
Treasures to run at a loss. 

Parents have expressed their 
sadness at the closure but also 
praised the nursery and its staff 
for all that it has done for their 
children. 

Parents commended staff abil¬ 
ity to cater for children with spe¬ 
cial needs and those who need 
additional support. 

Suzanne Fry explained that her 
son has “a lot of health problems” 
of which includes severe asthma 
and food allergies that means he 
needs to avoid the likes of dairy 
and wheat. 


She said that staff are trained to 
use epi-pens and run everything 
by her first - including letting her 
know about any upcoming events 
in good time, allowing her to buy 
the food equivalent so he is not left 
out. 

Beryl's wealth of experience, 
having been at Schoolgate Nurs¬ 
ery, Harlow, 17 years prior to 
her time at Little Treasures, 
means that she was the teacher of 
one of the current children’s par¬ 
ents. 

Reason 

Hannah Griffiths said: “The 
reason all three of my children 
came here is because Beryl was 
my nursery school teacher. 

“Beryl is like a nanny to all of 
them.” 

Owner and manager Beryl said: 
“I did 17 years somewhere else but 
have been at this nursery for 19 
years. 

“We are closing down really 
because of the lack of children. 

“I think it is because they are 
doing 30 hours now. 

“That is what people are choos¬ 
ing to do - 30 hours, and we only 
do the 15. 

“We ran at a loss last year and 
we cannot run at a loss again this 
year.” 

Mrs Coleman said Little Treas¬ 
ures may not be able to offer 30 
hours childcare particularly as

the hall is hired out and can be 
used for other functions. 

“I don’t know if they would let 
us as the hall is hired out for other 
things,” she continued. 

“I don’t want to give it up obvi¬ 
ously - it is very sad. 

“We have loved having them, 
we would hope they have enjoyed 
it. 

“It is just a nice nursery - every¬ 
body loves everybody, we love the 
kids and only do it for the kids.” 

Little Treasures will close on 
Friday, July 20.

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Mum and dad grieving over miscarriage shocked by uncaring treatment by staff 


Couple’s 
hospital 
trauma 
after loss 
of child

A GRIEVING father says he was 
‘chucked out of hospital’ while his 
partner suffered a traumatic mis¬ 
carriage and was left with ‘bits of 
her baby’ on her. 

Alfie Wiseman, 24, claims he 
was asked to leave by security 
staff at Princess Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital (PAH) in Harlow before they 
‘grabbed’ him and ‘threw his 
belongings out of the door’. 

His girlfriend, Jodie Work, 22, 
was admitted to hospital when 
she lost two litres of blood and 
suffered a miscarriage. 

The pair met five years ago and 
already have a seven-month-old 
daughter, Aaliyah-Rose, but they 
found out they were expecting 
another baby this year. 

Jodie said: “When I was 11- 
weeks pregnant I had a small 
bleed. I went to the hospital and 
asked for a scan. They told me to 
come back on Thursday as I was 
due for an appointment. 

“Later on that evening I started 
gushing out blood at my home. 

“I needed an emergency ambu¬ 
lance and I had lost two litres of 
blood. I was losing more and I 
waited over an hour for an ambu¬ 
lance to arrive. 

“Whilst we were waiting for my 


uncle, my boyfriend had to keep 
putting pressure on my belly as I 
kept losing consciousness.” 

Jodie claims when she arrived 
at the hospital she was left sitting 
in A&E for 30 minutes before 
being transferred to another 
room. 

She said: “I was left in a room 
with bits of my baby and blood on 
me.” 

She underwent an operation 
due to the blood loss, but says the 
hospital took too long to give her a 
blood transfusion. 

After they had tragically lost 
the baby, Alfie sat by her side but 
was asked to leave as Jodie was 
staying on a female-only ward. 

She requested to move so that 
she didn’t have to be alone, but 
this didn’t happen. 

Jodie said: “Alfie is going 
through the same as me and just 
because he is the father doesn’t 
mean it isn’t affecting him, but 
they sent security down to move 
him.” 

Alfie said: “I saw what she was 
going though and she didn’t want 
me to leave so I asked if I could 
stay longer. The staff who dish out 
the tea said they would ask a 
manager. 

“Next thing, security came and 
asked me to leave. They don’t 
care.” 




Alfie left the ward as directed 
by security staff and decided to sit 
in the waiting room. 

He added: “I didn’t feel com¬ 
fortable going home when she was 
still in the hospital. 

“The security guard grabbed 
me by the arm and I was trying to 
explain to them what happened, 
to see if he had a little bit of a 
heart, but he had nearly broken 


my arm.” 

Alfie then claims the staff 
threw his bag and belongings out 
the door so he would leave. 

“I was in a big state and asked to 
see the managers, who then came 
down and apologised for the incid¬ 
ent,” he explained. 

Staff at PAH then allowed the 
dad to stay longer in the ward to 
spend time with Jodie. 


Jodie said the treatment she 
received whilst recovering was 
not up to standards and feels the 
nurses were not sympathetic to 
her situation. 

The mum said: “Other children 
kept coming in to visit their 
mums, and nurses were talking to 
other staff, saying it was their 
two-year-old son’s birthday. 

“They spoke about having a 
party and also boasting about 
salary, and getting £25 an hour, 
when I had just lost a baby.” 

When Jodie said the curtain to 
her bed was left open, while she 
was having a blood transfusion, 
despite repeatedly asking nurses 
to close it for privacy. 

She said: “I pressed for the 
nurse and she came over and said 
‘I’m getting sick of you pressing 
the buzzer, what did your last 
slave die of?’. 

“I asked her to close the curtain 
and she said, ‘Can’t you get up and 


do it yourself?’, when I am lying 
there having a blood transfusion 
and I just lost a baby.” 

Jodie, who used to live in Har¬ 
low, said the hospital did not offer 
her comfort, support or even a 
leaflet after the miscarriage. 

She discharged herself after 
spending three days at the hos¬ 
pital and having to “wait four 
hours” for her final blood test to 
be performed. 

She said: “I just wanted to go 
home and be myself and digest 
what has happened to me.” 

A spokesperson from Princess 
Alexandra Hospital, said: “Thank 
you for this feedback to help us 
improve our services. The Trust 
is taking urgent steps to establish 
the facts as part of a formal invest¬ 
igation. 

“We will be working with the 
family to identify in detail what 
has happened and working with 
them to resolve these issues.”

Fun day raises 
£2k for Trinity 
to visit NASA

THE family of a ten-year-old girl 
with leukaemia have managed to 
raise more than £2,000 at a family 
fun day in Cheshunt to go towards 
her dream of visiting NASA in the 
USA. 

Trinity Peck, who lives in Har¬ 
low with her mum and three sib¬ 
lings, was diagnosed with 
leukaemia on January 2, 2018. 

Towards the end of 2017, the 
Longwood Academy pupil started 
to get blood clots inside her mouth 
- around the size of a 50p piece, 
explained her mum Katie Peck. 

She also had unexplained 
bruises and rashes on her leg 
which was initially thought to be 
an effect of the snow during the 
winter months. 

Trinity however began sleep¬ 
ing more and more and spent 
most of Christmas Day in bed, 
having returned there to sleep 
after opening her presents. 

Over the New Year period Trin¬ 
ity was taken to Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital where her family 
were keen to find answers to her 
ill health. 

She was then rushed to Great 
Ormond Street Hospital in Lon¬ 
don where she was diagnosed 
with leukaemia. 

Katie said: “It can be someone 
you know or a close friend you 
hear about it all the time but when 
it is your own, you think how is 
that possible?” 

Since her diagnosis mum Katie, 
with the support of other family 
members, has been raising money 
to go towards Trinity’s trip to 
America, where she hopes to 
swim with the dolphins, go to 
theme parks and visit the 
headquarters of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin¬ 
istration - or NASA as it is more 
commonly known. 

Target 

Part of the fundraising cam¬ 
paign was a family fun day at 
Flamstead End Hall in Cheshunt 
on Sunday, June 10,where they 
managed to raise £2,100 of their 
£5,000 overall target. 

The attractions at the fun day 
included a bungee jump, ice 



cream van and fire engine from 
the local fire station due to Trin¬ 
ity’s desire to be a firefighter. 

But Katie has revealed that 
Trinity was in a serious condition 
at Great Ormond Street Hospital 
only four days before the event. 

Katie explained: “Trinity was 
not very good - they had been 
upping her chemotherapy every 
ten days which began over the 
holidays in the last two weeks. 

“She had no skin in her mouth 
down to her intestine. She had to 
be admitted to Great Ormond 
Street again. 

“She only got out of hospital on 
Wednesday.” 

But despite Trinity’s ongoing 
battle with cancer and her most 
recent struggle in hospital, she 
managed to have a great time at 
the fun-filled, action-packed day. 

“She was supposed to stay in 
the wheelchair and take it easy 
but she is like a kid in a sweet 
shop,” Katie added. 

“She was bouncing around 
everywhere, and was on the bun¬ 
gee jump we had. She is paying for 
it now as she’s tired and in pain. 

“It went really well and Trinity 
had loads of fun - it was a really 
good atmosphere.” 

Such is Trinity’s ordeal, she 
now weighs little over three stone 
and looks like a ‘rag doll’ accord¬ 
ing to her mum. 

But despite undergoing ruth¬ 
less treatment, including blood 
transfusions and several bouts of 
chemotherapy, it hasn’t stopped 
her smiling and dreaming of her 
trip after she is cleared. 

Trinity said: “I get many side- 
effects but I am still smiling and 
love to have a 


giggle. 

“I have lost most of my hair now 
and have a wig and bandanas 
which I love and all the boys in my 
family have shaved their heads for 
me. 

“I have a teacher who comes 
everyday so I do not fall behind 
with my school work which is 
great. 

“I would really love a mini 
adventure once I am at the end of 
my treatment. 

“Going to NASA and experi¬ 
encing zero gravity would be a 
dream come true.” 

Katie’s mum has now paid the 
first instalment for part of her 
American trip in May 2019. 

Katie added: “I went to the 
travel agents and managed to pay 
the lump sum for the tickets. 

“She always wanted to be a 
firefighter and was always inter¬ 
ested in space. The sky, stars and 
gravity fascinate her. 

“She is a bright girl and is big 
on her science.” 

Thanks to the fun day, Trinity’s 
dream is a little closer to reality.

A POND in Harlow Water Gardens has been drained 
of its water as it undergoes a refurbishment. 

The footpath surrounding the lower pond has 
been closed off to members of the public while 
maintenance, including its annual clean, is under¬ 
way.

People have been seen stopping nearby to see 
what work is being carried out. 

The ponds, which are popular among res¬ 
idents for there huge fish and ducks, will see new 
filtration systems installed to help reduce algae 
growth and improve water quality. 

Pictures taken last Wednesday (June 6) show 
the long rectangular pond completely empty 
with equipment at the side ready for its main¬ 
tenance. 

Its large fish have been re-homed temporarily, 
while the smaller fish have moved up to the other 
pond. 

Similarly, planning has ensured that there is 
no harm to the ducks and ducklings who are 
regularly spotted in The Water Gardens. 

Work will continue at the other ponds once 
this has been complete. 

Water quality 

Centre manager for The Water Gardens, 
Simon Plumb, said: “The ponds are being 
drained to not only clean them but also to install 
new filtration systems that will improve the 
water quality and reduce the growth of algae. 

“The ponds are being drained one at a time 
with the larger fish taken off site to be looked 
after and the smaller ones moved to the other 
pond. 

“The same will be done when we move on to 
the next pond. 

“We have also been careful to ensure we do not 
harm any of the ducks or ducklings that visit us 
and have made sure that the families stay togeth¬ 
er as we carry out our improvement works.” 



One in six successfully appeal their Dart Charge fines 


MOTORISTS use the Dartford Cross¬ 
ing regularly either for their commute 
or to travel over the river Thames. 
More than 50 million vehicles pass 
over the QEII Bridge or through the 
tunnels each year and this number is 
expected to rise with the increasing 
population. 

When users forget to pay their Dart 
Charge they can receive an unwel¬ 
come fine in the post, but it might be 
good news to hear that one in six 
drivers are winning their appeals. 

The Dart Charge scheme was intro¬ 
duced in November 2014 to provide 
ease of travel over the crossing and 
allow drivers to pay smoothly. 

Users are able to pay for their cross¬ 
ing before or after their travels, via 


online, over the phone or in specific 
shops, however, if they forget they 
receive a Penalty Charge Notice 
(PCN). 

The hefty fine of £70 is issued to 
motorists if they don’t pay the charge, 
which is halved if paid within two 
weeks but increased to £105 if it isn’t 
paid, including the crossing charge. 

Drivers can appeal their PCN claim, 
and a Harlow Star investigation found 
the number of drivers who win is 
optimistic. 

The introduction of the Dart Charge 
scheme is expected to deliver approx¬ 
imately £1.6billion over 25 years. 

The total revenue recognised for the 
end of the financial year in 2017 
amounted to £204.7million, which is 


£36.2million higher than the previous 
year. 

The Department of Transport has 
said this is “due to the increased use of 
enforcement management measures 
introduced through the Dart Charge 
scheme” as well as an increase in 
traffic over the crossing. 

Expenditure 

The expenditure for upkeep of the 
crossing includes managing contract¬ 
or costs, which stood at £48.6million, 
impairment to income at £78.8million 
and ‘other expenditure’ for £13.1mil- 
lion. 

The net proceeds for the year were 
£64million profit, which is Ellmillion 
higher than £55.8million in 2015-2016. 


More than 1.3million penalty 
notices were paid by drivers last year, 
which is higher than 1.5million the 
year before and 1.47million in 2015. 

Following this 370,000 notices were 
appealed by drivers in 2017, similar to 
figures for the previous two years. 

In 2014, 7,399 drivers won their 
appeals against the penalty notice, 
which shot up to 42,271 the following 
year and then to 50,089 the year after. 

Last year, 62,007 motorists won their 
claim which equates to approximately 
one in six drivers who apealled. 

These figures relate to the number 
of PCNs that were issued and then 
cancelled following a representation 
and do not include those re-issued 
following a representation.

ON May 3 I stood for 
election in Harlow for the 
first time and whilst out 
canvassing during the weeks 
before this I was struck by 
how many people said that 
the only time they saw a 
local councilor was during 
the period leading up to an 
election. 

With 4,000 to 5,000 
electors in my ward it is 
obviously the case that a 
councillor cannot represent 
all the views of residents, but 
surely it is their 
responsibility to make 
contact with as many as 
possible using a variety of 
means during the period 
between elections in order 
to get a general feeling 
about issues which affect 
them. 

The second issue which 
runs alongside this is the 
total lack of transparency in 
the decision making process 
which exists within the 
Harlow Council. 

Unless residents have 
access to the internet and 
have English as their first 
language, the council 
conducts most of its 
business without any 
reference to residents.

Compounding this, those 
forums and groups that the 
Council have set up are 
Harlow Council tenant 
and leasehold groups and 
do not involve house 
owners or those renting 
privately. 

Finally there are those that 


see politics as a long term 
occupation and aspire to 
becoming an MP, they need 
to start somewhere and local 
elections is where this 
happens. 

All too often they are not 
really interested in what 
local people think. 



LIBERAL Democrats believe 
that anyone who wishes to 
be a good and effective local 
councillor should have a 
detailed knowledge of his/ 
her ward or division. 

He/she should be aware of 
the problems, challenges and 
issues within the ward. 

As Liberal Democrats, we 
are famed for our “Pavement 
Politics” - we walk the 
streets every week and we 
talk to people and listen to 
their concerns. We are seen 
and known. When we have 
enough funds, we distribute 
leaflets, informing people 
how they can contact us. 

We reply to e-mails and 
letters. We conduct street 
surveys about problems and 
issues. 

Liberal Democrat 
councillors, armed with 
good, detailed information 
about their wards are in an 
excellent position to 
represent their constituents. 

They can see a need, and 
can present their cases at 
Council meetings. They can 
get items onto the right 
agenda and into the budget 
process. They can lobby the 
Officers and they can “get 
things done.” 

But, they will only be able 
to be effective in their 
representations if they have 
the knowledge and the 
detailed information. 


IT is a huge honour to be 
elected as a local councillor 
and more than a little 
humbling to know that a 
local community has placed 
its trust in you to represent 
them. I have seen some 
excellent councillors across 
the political spectrum who 
go out of their way to engage 
with residents, to listen to 
their concerns and act on 
them as best as possible. 

However, with the role of 
councillor there also comes a 
certain amount of 
frustration. I spoke in a 
previous article about the 
problem with potholes. As a 
Harlow councillor you are 
not responsible for 
maintaining Essex roads as 
this is a county council issue, 
but more often than not it is 
the principle concern on the 
doorstep. 

Of course this is hardly 
surprising when you 
consider that state of our 
roads but that is a different 
matter. 

On other occasions we just 
aren’t in a position to help a 
resident much as we would 
like to. 

For example I have been 
contacted a number of times 
by people in need of extra 
housing provision, mainly

have changed, but there is a 
desperate shortage of houses 
across the country, and the 
worst thing a councillor 
could do in this situation is 
make a promise he/she 
cannot keep. 

Sadly you can’t help 
everyone all of the time. As 
someone who came into 
politics because I genuinely 
wanted to help people this 
can be very disheartening. 

The reality is that although 


choose the side which he/ 
she believes to be best for 
the whole community, and 
will have to vote for that 
one. 

This will inevitably cause 
disappointment and 
sometimes anger on the 
other side.

New classrooms planned as school 
gears up for summer transformation 


ROYDON Primary Academy, 
in Roydon, is undergoing a 
programme of physical 
transformation which is set 
to be completed over the 
summer with the addition of 
two new classrooms. 

Last year, a graffiti artist 
breathed new life into the 
Early Years garden with a 
scene incorporating the four 
seasons and children’s 
favourite, the Gruffalo, onto 
a once brown, flaky wall. 

An old pond and allotment 
were also restored and 
colourful outdoor displays 
added. 

The ongoing project was 


boosted recently with the 
unveiling of an adventure 
trail, paid for thanks to a 
£5,000 fundraising mission 
by Forsa (Friends of Roydon 
School Association). 

Over the summer break, 
two temporary classrooms - 
in use since the 1980s - will 
be demolished and two new 
classrooms built, as well as 
the addition of cost-effective 
LED lighting and security 
gates around the school. 

Michael Clark, head of 
school, said: “This work will 
make a huge difference to 
the school. 

“It is such a beautiful 


school that just needs a bit 
of love. 

“When we had the Gruffalo 
wall painted, we kept it as a 
surprise. 

“The day the children and 
parents walked in and saw it 
for the first time, it brought 
tears to the eyes. 

“This additional work will 
lift everyone’s spirits and 
then the environment will 
match what goes on in the 
classrooms.” 

The removal of the 
temporary classrooms will 
provide the Roydon Primary 
Academy students with a 
larger play area.

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Lisa's moving story of cancer 
and bling hits the bookshelves 


A BUSINESSMAN has 
fulfilled his wife's wish to 
publish her inspiring 
biography to help other 
cancer patients, following 
her death. 

Russell Brenner, 52, 
published Lisa Brenner’s 
biography Cancer and Bling 
in January with a portion of 
the profits from book sales 
being donated to St Clare 
Hospice where Lisa received 
care from Lebruary to May 
2016. 

The remaining profits will 
be split between two other 
charities close to Lisa’s heart, 
the Helen Rollason cancer 
charity and Isabel Hospice. 

Lisa was first diagnosed 
with cancer in 1996 at the 
age of just 31 years, shortly 
after the birth of her son 
Marc. 

She lived through cancer 
for more than 20 years, using 
her experience to also 
campaign for better 
treatment and raising 
awareness of the need for 
early diagnosis. 

Lisa was also instrumental 
in successfully campaigning 
for the drug herceptin to be 
made available on the NHS, 
even appearing on Sky TV 
News while having 
chemotherapy in 2000. 

Lisa was cared for by St 
Clare’s Hospice at Home 
team in her own home, as 
well as spending time on 
their Inpatient Unit in 
Hastingwood in May 2016. 


Lisa died on May 3, 2017 at 
the age of 52. 

She wrote about her 
experience with cancer right 
from her first diagnosis, with 
the intention to inspire other 
people living with cancer to 
“not give up” and it is these 
writings which form her 
inspirational biography. 

Russell said: “Lisa was 
going through hell but she 
never let cancer win. Lisa 
won. She was happy, never 
miserable, and I think that’s 
the reason she lived for so 
many years after first being 
diagnosed. 

“Lisa was very glitzy and 
glamorous, and she loved 
life. She loved anything 
sparkly. That’s why her book 
is called Cancer and Bling. 

“Lisa would always put her 
make up on, get dressed, and 
go out and do whatever she 
wanted to do.” 

He continued: “Now, less a 
year on from Lisa’s death, I 
have published her book - as 
Lisa asked me to. 

“She was writing about her 
fight with cancer right from 
the very start - to help and 
inspire other people with 
cancer. 

“Lisa wanted her 
experience to benefit others 
and to inspire them to stay 
strong and live life to the full. 

“I hope that her readers 
will find the book a beacon 
of hope and that her bravery 
and glamorous approach to 
her illness will serve as an 


inspirational tale to all of us 
who face obstacles in life.” 

Commenting on the care 
Lisa and Russell received 
from St Clare Hospice, he 
said: “St Clare’s was one of 
the highlights of Lisa’s time 
in care. 

“St Clare is like an 
extended member of your 
family. Everybody that works 
or volunteers at the hospice, 
genuinely cares about what 
they do and you just love 
them from the minute you 
meet them. 

“St Clare’s is beautiful - 
the grounds, the rooms and 
the garden. Lisa and I would 
sit out on the patio in the 
garden together, which was 
lovely. 

“I think that what St 
Clare’s does is absolutely 
incredible. My overriding 
memory of St Clare would 
have to be, that you always 
had somebody there to talk 
to. 

“I knew that if I had a 
problem with anything, I 
could ask. I didn’t feel like I 
was alone.”

Emergency medical service needs 
£110k a year to keep saving lives 


BEARS is your local 
emergency medical charity. 

It equips and supports 
volunteer doctors and 
paramedics, enabling them 
to respond to critically ill or 
seriously injured patients in 
the pre-hospital 
environment and provides 
support, additional 
assessment and treatment, 
beyond that of the NHS 
ambulance service. 

Bears does not receive any 
statutory funding, therefore 
relies solely upon public 
donations, to continue its 
vital voluntary life-saving 
work in the community. 

Bears trustee and critical 
care paramedic Paul Gates 
said: “We have a dedicated 


team of doctors and 
paramedics who are 
available to respond 24 
hours a day, seven days a 
week. 

“In most cases the doctor 
or paramedic from Bears will 
provide the same 
interventions as that of air 
ambulance crews, by 
providing advanced pain 
relief or sedation, as well as 
advanced patient assessment 
and emergency surgical 
interventions where 
required.” 

He added: “To equip and 
support one of our volunteer 
clinicians costs in the region 
of £10,800 per year. 

“We also require £4,000 a 
year to keep our enhanced 


care car operational on the 
road. So every penny we 
raise is crucial to keep Bears 
responding and saving lives 
in Essex. 

“Our annual funding target 
we are looking for is 
£ 110 , 000 . 

“It may seem a large sum 
of money but this will keep 
Bears clinical and support 
teams fully operational and 
most importantly saving 
lives.”

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Defibrillator campaign launched 


NEWLY elected Labour 
councillor, Eugenie Harvey has 
announced that her first 
initiative as Portfolio Holder for 
Community and Wellbeing will 
be to reduce the risk of death to 
residents who suffer from 
cardiac arrest in public places. 

Councillor Harvey said: “Last 
week, I visited Little Acorns Pre- 
School in Purford Green with 
Councillor Ian Beckett as part of 
the Bush Pair Labour Team 
which also includes Councillor 
Mark Ingall. 

“We were delighted to provide 
outstanding funding of £150 
towards the cost of a defibrillator 
for the pre-school which 
currently has two children with 
heart conditions. 

“During the visit I was shocked 
to learn that at least 12 cardiac 
arrests happen every week in 
people under the age of 35 and 
270 children die from sudden 
cardiac arrest on school 
premises every year. 

“I also learnt that around 
30,000 people are struck by 
sudden cardiac arrest outside of 
a hospital environment and 
about 20 per cent of these occur 
in public places where, due to a 
lack of proximity to defibrillators, 
the victim is at most risk of 
death. 

“But what shocked me most 
was that according to the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
data, Harlow is one of the few 
places in the East where there 
are no Public Access 
Defibrillators (PADs) available 
for use. 


“In fact, if you live in one of 
our neighbouring villages, you’re 
likely to find one if not more - 
but there is not one that is 
publicly available in our entire 
town. 

“This is not to say that many 
schools and medical institutions 
don’t have them, but these are 
not necessarily available to the 
public and certainly not 24/7.” 

Early defibrillation can triple a 
victim's chance of survival. 
Unlike CPR, which should also 
be administered in the case of 
cardiac arrest, a defibrillator can 
be used by someone without 
training. 

Typically PADS are located in 
disused phone boxes or other 
central and visible location 
within a community. 

She went on: “As part of my 
work as Portfolio Holder for 
Community and Wellbeing, I 
plan to work with community 
groups to raise awareness of the 
importance of Public Access 
Defibrillators and to support 
them in fundraising and 
accessing grants that are 
available to them so that they 
may be installed. 

“The British Heart Foundation 
offers grants to community 
groups to part fund the cost of a 
PAD and there may well be other 
sources of funding available 
which I intend looking into.”

Nicola Davies was outraged by 
the British government's decision 
to not accept unaccompanied 
child refugees in 2016. 

When she heard a child refugee 
had been turned away from a 
school near a refugee camp 
because there wasn't a chair for 
her to sit on, it was just another 
story of many that prompted a 
poem and that poem has now 
turned into a book illustrated by 
Rebecca Cobb. 

It isn't an easy read with its 
descriptions of the impact of war, 
and in a sense harks back to 
some of the horrors of Grimms' 
Fairy Tales, but it ends on a 
hopeful note about the power of 
kindness and the potential for a 
better future. Parents reading it 
to their children may need to be 
ready to talk about what it 
means, but it could open up 
discussions about what is on the 
news every day, and how we 
can help.

THEIR TOP TIPS FOR COUPLES HOPING TO CONCEIVE 


A ROUND one in seven UK 
couples - amounting to 
some 3.5 million people - 
have difficulty conceiving. 
And while some might 
end up needing tests and medical 
support - according to the NHS, for 
couples who've been trying with no 
luck for more than three years, the 
likelihood of getting pregnant 
naturally within the next 12 months 
is around 25% or less - there are lots 
of steps men and women can take 
to help optimise their chances. 

Here, a fertility doctor, 
pharmacist and clinical nutritionist 
share 12 top tips for couples trying 
to conceive... 


MAXIMISE YOUR NUTRITION 

DR PHIL BOYLE, right, a 
consultant in 
reproductive medicine at 
Dublin's Neo Fertility 
clinic, says it's important 
to optimise nutrition in 
preparation for pregnancy, 
but warns: "Don't be taken in by 
trendy diets. While it's always a 
good idea to cut down on processed 
foods, don't cut out certain food 
groups or skip meals.

balanced diet rich in nutrients, 
vitamins and minerals to help give 
you the best chances of pregnancy." 

He says taking a supplement 
with a comprehensive 

formulation can also be a 
good idea. Women should also 
something that includes 
B vitamins and magnesium 
as well as folic acid, he 
adds, while men can help 
boost the quality of their 
sperm with selenium 
and arginine. 



DON'T FORGET YOUR RELATIONSHIP 

IF you've been trying for a baby 
longer than expected, it may take a 
toll on your relationship. 

"Try to actively invest in your 
relationship by taking the time 
to do the things you both 
enjoy, and make sure you 
talk to each other about how 
you feel,” suggests Dr Boyle. 


advises couples to pop into their 
local pharmacy and have a chat 
about any medication they're 
taking. 

"They'll tell you if they're safe to 
continue taking while trying 
to conceive and in early 
pregnancy, and whether 
you need to visit your GP 
to discuss alternatives.” 


MEN MATTER TOO 

ALTHOUGH men tend to 
think they'll be able to 
conceive forever, this isn't the 
case, stresses Dr Boyle, who says 
men need to understand the 
importance of having good quality 
sperm for a healthy pregnancy. 

"After 40, the quality of men's 
sperm declines. Older men trying 
for a baby may experience a low 
sperm count, poor motility and 
damage to the DNA," he explains.

STOP taking birth control

"There's no risk in trying straight 
away, it just helps to date your 
pregnancy once you conceive,” she 
says.

ROUTINE is the bedrock of our 
existence with the twins. 

At any time during the day, 
we both know what they should 
be eating, where they should be 
and if they should be asleep.

pharmacist for advice about the best 
brands to use, as many contain 
spermicide which can hamper 
conception. 

ACT LIKE YOU'RE PREGNANT 

LAURA says that by following some of 
the lifestyle rules you'll adopt once 
pregnant, such as reducing caffeine 
and alcohol intake, you could help 
improve your chances of conceiving. 
"Eat well, sleep well, and party a little 
less,” she suggests. 

MAINTAIN A HEALTHY WEIGHT 

PUBLIC health nutritionist 
Gaye Godkin, right, warns 
that being overweight 
decreases the chances of 
conception in both men and 
women, as fat cells may 
disrupt the functioning of the 
sex glands and interfere with 
'hormonal harmony! 

"To reduce tummy fat, avoid eating 
processed carbohydrates and aim to 
eliminate all sugars and foods 
containing processed fats. Replace 



these with good quality protein and 
vegetables." 

DON'T OVERDO SWEET TREATS 

ONLY eat sweet treats in moderation, 
adds Gaye. Consuming too many 
transfats, found in foods like cake and 
biscuits, may interfere with the delicate 
signalling between male and female 
hormones. 

NAIL YOUR IRON INTAKE 

RED blood cells deliver oxygen to the 
ovaries, which is important as if they 
receive insufficient oxygen and iron, 
the eggs can become less viable. 

Gaye says studies show lack of iron 
can cause anovulation, when a woman 
doesn't ovulate as her egg may be in 
poor health. 

Rich food sources of iron include 
lamb liver, red meat and fish. 

Vegetarians and vegans may need to 
keep an extra check on their iron intake 
- lentils, kidney beans and green leafy 
veg like kale and spinach are among 
good non-meat sources - and possibly 
consider topping up with supplements 
if diet alone isn't providing enough. 

FANTASTIC FISH 

OMEGA 3 is important to help support 
sperm motility, and it's also involved in 
female hormone signalling and 
hormonal balancing, says Gaye. 

The body can't make omega 3 fats, so 
it must be consumed in the diet, and 
the best sources are oily fish such as 
mackerel, sardines, anchovies, salmon 
and trout. 

Zinc is another essential fertility 
nutrient - men need it for sperm health 
and immune function, and women 
need it to regulate hormone processes. 
Zinc is abundant in fish, particularly 
shellfish and oysters. 

SWITCH TO DECAF 

DRINKING excess caffeine can 
increase production of the stress 
hormone adrenaline, and Gaye says 
high levels of adrenaline can 
interfere with the intrauterine 
environment, egg quality and 
male sperm production. 

| It also depletes the body of 
many essential nutrients 
required for conception, 
including vitamin C, B and 
magnesium. 

If trying to conceive, try to avoid 
or reduce coffee consumption or switch 
to decaffeinated coffee, and eliminate 
caffeinated sugary drinks from your 
diet.

Devil in the detail 


HEREDITARY (15) 

★★★★★ 

M odern horror films 
seldom prioritise 
nerve - shredding 
suspense - the kind 
of creeping dread 
that sends beads of sweat 
trickling down your spine and 
haunts your waking dreams. 

Instead, we’re spoon-fed a 
familiar diet of senseless 
slaughter and jump scares like 
a malevolent force emerging at 
speed from darkness to a blast 
of staccato strings on the 
soundtrack. 

The last film to achieve that 
high-wire act of sustained, 
unbearable tension was Robert 
Eggers’s supernatural thriller, 
The Witch. 

Writer-director Ari Aster’s 
twisted family portrait comes 
close to repeating the feat, only 
to descend into madness with 
a loopy final act that will 
sharply divide and perplex 
audiences who have been 
biting their nails down to the 
cuticle for the previous 90 
minutes. 

Hereditary performs a 
cinematic striptease, holding 
our gaze (even when we want 
to look away) by peeling away 
the layers of darkness and 


deceit that condemn one grief- 
stricken family to a grim fate. 

It’s a masterclass in terror 
titillation, choreographed to a 
discomfiting orchestral score 
by composer Colin Stetson and 
unsettling sound effects like a 
teenage girl repeatedly clicking 
her tongue against the roof of 
her mouth. 

Like all stripteases, Ari 
Aster’s horror thriller 
ultimately has to bare all, and 
when the film performs its big 
reveal - with a flourish - we 
realise we have seen this story 
many times before. 


Miniaturist artist Annie 
Graham (Toni Collette) is 
deeply affected by the death of 
her estranged mother, who 
cast a long shadow over the 
family and took Annie’s 
daughter Charlie (Milly 
Shapiro) under her wing. 

Following the secretive 
matriarch’s funeral, Annie 
begins to sense a presence in 
the family home and her 
erratic behaviour causes grave 
concern for husband Steve 
(Gabriel Byrne) and teenage 
son Peter (Alex Wolff). 

In desperation, Annie turns 


to a grief support group where 
she meets a local woman 
called Joan (Ann Dowd), who 
has suffered her own recent 
loss. 

Joan sweetly suggests Annie 
could conduct a seance to 
forge a connection to her 
mother's lingering spirit. 

As the disturbances within 
the Graham family home 
increase in frequency, Annie 
makes a bold decision that has 
terrifying repercussions for her 
loved ones. 

Hereditary slowly tightens a 
knot of discomfort, heightened 
by a bravura lead performance 
from Collette, who turns silent 
screams into an artform. 

Aster demonstrates a flair for 
sadistic mind games with slow- 
burn shocks like when Peter 
stares absently into the glass 
pane of a classroom cupboard 
and realises his reflection has a 
rictus grin. 

The resolution is an anti¬ 
climax after the film has spent 
more than an hour dragging 
the narrative’s nails down a 
blackboard. 

However, there is no denying 
that Aster engineers some 
creepy moments, one of which 
made me audibly gasp. 

My gob was well and truly 
smacked.

THE HAPPY PRINCE (15) ★ ★★★★ 

TAKING its title from a short story for children 
by Oscar Wilde, The Happy Prince is an elegiac 
account of the final years of the Irish playwright 
and poet following his incarceration for gross 
indecency. 

The film is a passion project for director, 
writer and lead actor Rupert Everett, who 
slipped effortlessly into Wilde's skin in 2012 in a 
revival of David Hare’s play The Judas Kiss at 
Hampstead Theatre in London, which 
transferred to the West End and New York. 

Everett’s deep emotional connection to his 
subject is evident in a compelling, nuanced 
performance that doesn’t shy away from the 
self-destructive impulses that led Wilde to his 
grave during a tumultuous exile in France at the 
turn of the 20th century. 

His fall from grace is agonisingly slow and 
painful, and the script takes its time to explore 
the various personal relationships that 
sustained Wilde in his twilight years and also 
tore him apart. 

He neglects some of his closest allies, who 
stand by him despite his shameful conduct, and 
the playwright continues to fraternise with the 
manipulative object of his downfall, Lord Alfred 
Douglas aka Bosie. 

We meet Wilde (Everett) after his release from 
Reading Gaol, on the brink of financial ruin. 

His ex-wife Constance (Emily Watson) grants 
him a small allowance on the understanding 
that he will sever all ties to Bosie (Colin 
Morgan), but Wilde cannot resist his self-serving 
paramour and his income is thus withheld. 

Good friends Reggie Turner (Colin Firth) and 
Robbie Ross (Edwin Thomas) try in vain to keep 
their pal out of the gutter, staring up at 
twinkling stars, but passions outwit Wilde’s 
common sense and he sinks into a mire of 
misery. 

Racked with illness, the playwright seeks 
refuge with two resourceful street waifs - 
brothers, who exist on their wits and, in the 
case of the older boy, by selling his body. 

In return, Wilde enchants and enthrals his 
young hosts with passages from The Happy 
Prince, transporting them far from the squalor 
and degradation with beautifully crafted words. 

Yet death lurks in the corner of every dank 
room and as an inglorious end beckons, the few 
who truly love Wilde gather at his bedside as 
Father Dunne (Tom Wilkinson) delivers the last 
rites. 

The Happy Prince wades artfully through the 
despair of Wilde’s exile, interspersed with 
pungent flashbacks including his transfer to 
Reading Gaol by train when jeering passengers 
spat in his face. 

Everett’s anguished face haunts almost every 
frame, but there are strong supporting 
performances from Thomas and Morgan as 
competing forces for Wilde’s affections. 

The script is peppered with bon mots that 
hint at the dying genius of a man, whose great 
sin was to be afflicted by “the love that dare not 
speak its name”.

Back to the future 

Midge Ure tells Martin Neal about his amazing, varied career 



here do you actually 
start with Midge 
Ure? Lead singer of 
electro rockers 
Ultravox, co- 

organiser of Live Aid and Band 
Aid, successful solo artist, 
member of Visage, the Rich 
Kids and Slik.... Oh and he was 
very nearly in the Sex Pistols 
too. 

Even at the age of 64 it’s all 
go for Midge. He brought out 
Orchestrated, an album 
featuring orchestrated versions 
of some of his best songs, late 
last year and he has a busy 
schedule of gigs lined up, 
among them a slot on the Here 
and Now - Back to the 80s 
festival at Audley End next 
month. 

“I didn’t sit down in my 20s 
and think ‘this is what I want to 
do’,” he says of the long and 
diverse journey he’s been on 
for the past 40 years. “I’ve had 
an amazing, varied career 
because you never know what’s 
around the corner. One letter, 
one phone call can take you 
into an area you never 
expected. 

“When I was a kid my dad 
used to tell me I should be a 
mechanic or an engineer 
because it was a job for life. It 
was then, but it isn’t any more. 
I’ve managed to have a 40 
years-plus career on one 
industry - maybe I’m the last 
one to have a career for life. 

“Yes there have been times 
when I’ve wondered why I’m 
doing it - when you’ve put your 
heart and soul into something 
and it doesn’t get played on the 
radio. But then a couple of 
weeks later people are saying 
‘that’s great’ and ‘I loved 
hearing that on the radio’. 

DREAMING 

“When I’m back in Glasgow I 
like to walk the streets around 
where I grew up dreaming of 
doing what I’m doing now. 
That’s not to be nostalgic, it’s 
to remind myself that I’m lucky 
to have had the career I have. 

“It’s important to keep your 
feet on the ground. I’ve seen 
people who have had one hit 
song and then become aloof, 
lofty and full of self- 
importance. 

“It’s hard work and you have 
to keep working. Look at U2 - 
they’re still out there touring, 
doing interviews and 
promoting their albums. You 
have to do all of that.” 

Midge’s career began to 
gather pace in the late 70s 
when he played with Slik, the 
Rich Kids (with former Sex 
Pistol Glen Matlock) and new 


romantic pioneers Visage. 

But it really hit top gear when 
he joined a revived Ultravox 
line-up following the departure 
of John Foxx and went on to 
have a string of hits. 

Their first major chart 
success and most memorable 
release was 1980’s classic 
Vienna, famously kept off the 
No 1 slot by Shaddup You Face, 
an infuriatingly annoying 
novelty record by Joe Dolce, an 
American pretending to be 
Italian. 

It’s something that rankles 
with just about anyone who 
appreciates good music but, 
not so Midge and the band, it 
would seem. 

“It got to No 2, it was our first 
ever top ten hit so we were 
delighted,” he says. “OK it was 
kept off the top by a novelty 
record but we thought it was a 
great thing to be at No 2. It 
bothers a lot of other people 
but it doesn’t bother us.” 

Ultravox regrouped for an 
album and a tour in 2012 but 
although it seems unlikely, 
Midge hasn’t shut the door 
completely on any future 
Ultravox projects. 

Asked if that was it for the 
band now, he says: “That was it 
for band before, but we came 
back with an album and a tour. 
We enjoyed it and it went well 


but we said at the time we 
didn’t want to make an album 
every two years. But we said 
we’d leave the door open to 
any future projects - that could 
be a piece of work for theatre, a 
film score or whatever. And I 
believe that is still the case.” 

If he hadn’t thought better of 
it, however, Midge might have 
been thinking of playing a part 
in the reunion of another 
iconic band. 

“I was walking along in 
Glasgow in about 1975,” he 
explains, “when a guy came up 
to me. He turned out to be 
Bernie Rhodes who went on to 
manage The Clash, although I 
didn’t know that at the time. 

“He asked if I’d go and meet 
his friend, who was in a car 
around the corner. Again, I 
didn’t know it, but that was 
Malcolm McLaren. 

“He told me about working 
with the New York Dolls and 
his shop in London with 
Vivienne Westwood and said 
he was putting a band together 
- which of course turned out to 
be the Sex Pistols - and wanted 
to know if I was interested in 
joining. 

“He didn’t even ask if I was a 
musician! It didn’t seem 
important - so I’ve no idea 
what role he had in mind. It 
could have been as a singer, it 


could have been as a drummer. 

“As it turned out he couldn’t 
have picked four better blokes 
for the job. I would have been 
too argumentative - or maybe 
not argumentative enough. I 
wasn’t feisty enough for it.” 

It would certainly be difficult 
to imagine the Pistols playing 
retro festivals like It’s Here and 
Now but the 80s are big 
business again now and Midge 
looks forward to meeting up 
with some familiar faces. 

“We didn’t really mix back in 
the day, we were too busy 
sucking our cheeks in on Top 
of the Pops,” he chuckles, “and 
these days we’re all living in 
various far-flung parts for the 
world, so it’s nice to get 
together when we do. 

“And it’s good fun. It’s not 
about educating anyone, it’s a 
bit of nostalgia and an 
opportunity to let the songs 
wash over you. Songs can take 
you back to where you were 
when you first heard them - 
where you were and what you 
were wearing.”

TALKING Heads' 

1980 classic Remain

Eamonn Holmes speaks to LUKE RIX-STANDING 
about his struggles with hearing loss and why he 
thinks his marriage has stood the test of time

F ROM pulling pints at a pub 
in Northern Ireland to 
presenting the morning 
news to seven million 
people, Eamonn Holmes' 
rise was meteoric. 

The 58-year old presenter is now 
certified television royalty after 
stints presenting GMTV, Sky News 
Sunrise, and most recently Good 
Morning Britain. Despite cutting 
back on the early mornings, he still 
boasts regular slots on ITV's Good 
Morning and talkRADIO, but after 
undergoing a double hip replace¬ 
ment in 2016, he has now 
been fitted with a hearing 
aid. Here, Eamonn 
discusses dealing 
with hearing loss, 
recovering from 
surgery, and what 
it's like to be on telly 
with his wife. 

You've spoken about 
struggling with 
hearing loss recently 
- have you been 
fitted with a hearing 
aid? 

"YES, I have. When I got tested [for 
my hearing], I was given a button to 
press every time I heard a noise. I 
thought I was doing really well, but 
when I came out, the audiologist 
said, 'Mr. Holmes, your results are in 
line with hearing loss for a man of 
your age - 30%! 

"At first, you go, 'Oh my god,' but 
then you realise the signs were there 
in so many ways - too many [times 
saying] 'Pardon?' and, 'Sorry, could 
you say that again?" 

What do you think has brought the 
hearing loss on? 

"I'VE been doing live television for 
five days a week for 38 years, with 
earpieces in my ear, so that may 
have contributed. But I'm also 58 
and that just happens when you get 
older. 

"The hearing aid has been 
wonderful in social situations. At 
bars, at restaurants, at parties, and 
watching television particularly. 


to follow, because the actors tend to 
mumble." 

How did you feel when you were 
told you would need a hearing 
aid? 

"YOU think, 'Oh god, not another 
problem,' but then you realise it's 
quite normal. Martin Kemp and Jo 
Whiley both wear one - if it's good 
enough for Martin Kemp, then it's 
good enough for me." 

You've also suffered from chronic 
pain and had a double hip 
replacement. Do they still 
trouble you? 

"THE double hip replacement 
has taken away the 

shooting pain, but I still 
have a bit of inflamma¬ 
tion. My big regret is 
that I didn't get it 
done earlier, and with 
I the hearing aid 
business I've thought, 
'Why suffer in silence?' 

"Your hearing tails 
off from your mid¬ 
thirties, so if you're a 
man in your fifties, why 
go around in denial 
pretending you're OK, when 
something can be done to fix it?" 
How has the hip replacement 
affected your health and fitness? 

"I DON'T want to wear them out! 
Having been through [the opera¬ 
tion] once, I wouldn't want to do it 
again. I was talking to Gordon 
Strachan last week and he said he 
was back playing football after his 
operation -1 wouldn't have the 
confidence to do that, to twist and 
turn and do those sorts of things. 
But I cycle and I play golf, so I do 
my bit. The hip replacement has 
given me a certain amount of 
mobility.” 

What about your diet, do you try 
to eat healthily? 

"I'M very lucky, I live with Ruth 
[Langsford], who is the most 
amazing healthy cook. The trouble 
though, is that she's a feeder - she's 
trying to fatten me up so nobody 
else wants me! 

"I do think when you eat clean 
American dramas are very difficult you feel a lot better. I used to think a 




microwave meal 
was healthy, or 
a calorie 
counted meal 
from the 
supermarket, 
but it's all lies. 

The more stuff 
you make from 
scratch, the better it 
will be.” 

You've been with Ruth 
for more than 20 years 
now, what do you think 
has made your relation¬ 
ship last? 

"YOU have to be inter¬ 
ested in each other, and 
have the lines of 
communication open 
- even if you don't want 
to hear what is being 
said. In our particular 
case, laughter plays a 
great part. However 
heated things become, 
we can usually just 
laugh our way out 
of it.” 

Do you ever find it 
difficult working 
together? 

"YES, I do. Just 
because you're 
married doesn't 
mean to say you're 
suited in everyway, 
and professionally 
we have very 
different ways of 
looking at our 
jobs. We were 
'Eamonn' and 
we were 'Ruth' 

before we were 'Eamonn and Ruth,' 
and I quite like being Eamonn - I've 
been on telly since I was 19 and you 
get used to doing things your way. 

"But the public have a hunger to 
see us together. We've just spent two 
days together doing Birmingham 
Live and we're constantly surprised 
by how fascinated people are by us 
as a couple. It's a big responsibility.”

MASTERCHEF HOST JOHN TORODE TAKES US 
ON A JOURNEY THROUGH THAILAND , MALAYSIA 
AND SOUTH KOREA IN HIS NEW COOKBOOK. 
LAUREN TAYLOR FINDS OUT MORE ™ 



M MASTERCHEF veteran 
John Torode has been 
putting amateur cooks, 
and famous faces, 
through their paces for 
13 years on the hit BBC show. 

You might know him best for 
his TV partnership with co-host 
Gregg Wallace, but he's also just 
published his 11th cookbook. 

The chef, 52, hails from 
Melbourne, Australia, but has 
been living in the UK for 27 
years. His first culinary love, 
however, comes from much 
further afield - the street food of 
the Far East, which, John says, 
"the world is slowly falling in 
love with” 

His new book, Sydney To 
Seoul, is a culmination of a 
lifetime of travels around the east 
of the continent, his Australian 
heritage, and stories and 
conversations with street sellers 
and local chefs who've shared or 
influenced the recipes he's 
featured. 

John's exploration into Asian 
cooking began in the Nineties 
- "I discovered a world that is 
fresh and delicious” 

That discovery has influenced 
his work ever since, from his 
restaurant menus to the dishes 
he and his actress partner, Lisa 
Faulkner, 46, rustle up at home. 
The focus is on food that grew 


out of necessity, which ordinary 
people knock up at home every 
day in Thailand, or grab from 
street food stalls in Seoul. 

"I wanted people to 
understand it's not about big 
things, it's about lots of little 
things," he says. "I find big plates 
of food scary now." 

From simple Thai classics like 
fish cakes and som tarn (green 
papaya salad), to lcaripap pusing 
(curry puffs) from Malaysia, 
pajeon (seafood and spring 
onion pancakes) from South 
Korea and duck noodle soup 
from China, the book is a journey 
of cheap street eats, vibrant 
curries and fragrant broths. 



Like John's accent though, 
there's still an unmistakable 
Aussie twang - an entire 
barbecue chapter and brunches 
that would be at home in cafes 
along Sydney Harbour. 

This Australian-Asian mix 
might seem surprising, but, says 
John: "Australia, and its cuisine 
was brought about by 
immigration, with 
Greeks and Italians 
arriving in the Fifties, 

Vietnamese in the 
Eighties. There's huge 
Portuguese influence in 
Asia; and limes aren't 
from South America, 
they're from Iran. 

"We talk about fusion of 
different cultures, but it's a world 
of people moving about and 
taking bits and pieces with 
them.” 

The book also taps into how 
much home-cooking has 
changed in recent years. 

"Now, we’re seeing a world 
where you can get the 
ingredients,” says John. "If I'd put 
Thai fish cakes in a recipe book 
10 years ago, people wouldn't 
necessarily cook it - but now it 
seems everyone has a bottle of 
chilli sauce in their cupboard, 
and coriander is in everybody’s 
fridge, instead of just parsley.” 

Other dishes might be more 


surprising, including Korean 
army stew. A combination of 
American hot dogs, spam and 
processed cheese, with instant 
noodles, kimchi and gochujang 
(a red chilli paste) - John calls 
"bonkers" but "fantastic” 

"In the war, when there was 
nothing left in Korea, they used 
to buy food from the 
American camps - they 
had hot dogs and 
bologna. But kimchi is 
eaten with every single 
meal (in Korea), and 
there's noodles because 
that's their 
carbohydrate," John 
explains. 

The result was a big pot of 
hearty stew to feed the family. 

These stories are woven into 
the fabric of the book, and form 
the backbone to John's dishes. 

"For me, all the stories are 
really important, they make me 
remember the recipe,” he says. 

One thing Gregg might not be 
too impressed by though, is that 
there are no desserts in sight. 

"There's no reason for them,” 
says John, spoken like a true 
savoury man.

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INGREDIENTS 

For the paste (makes enough for 
three to four curries): 

50g medium dried red chillies 
Itsp white peppercorns 
Vfctsp coriander seeds 
Vfctsp cumin seeds 

2 whole cloves 

Vfctsp mace blade (a spice available 
from Amazon) 

1 thumb-sized piece of fresh 
galangal, roughly chopped 
1 lemongrass stalk, outer leaves 
removed and inner leaves roughly 
chopped 

3 fresh red chillies, de-seeded and 
roughly chopped 

3 garlic cloves, peeled 

3 small Thai shallots, chopped 

A handful of fresh coriander root, 
soaked and washed 
Finely grated zest of 1 lime 
Itsp salt 

25g shrimp paste, toasted 
6 lime leaves 
2tbsp vegetable oil 
For the curry: 

1 medium butternut squash 
300g firm tofu 
Vegetable oil, for frying 
150g red curry paste 

125g creamed coconut 

2 x 400ml tins coconut milk 
40g palm sugar 

4 lemongrass stalks, bruised 
12 lime leaves, torn 





BUTTERNUT SQUASH 


RED CURRY WITH TOFU 


4 thumb-sized pieces of galangal, 
roughly chopped 

Itbsp fish sauce (or vegetarian fish 
sauce substitute or Itsp salt) 

To garnish: 

Fried chillies, shallots and garlic 
1 fresh red chilli, sliced (optional) 

METHOD 

1. To make the paste, snap 
the stalk end from the dried 
red chillies and shake out the 
seeds. Put the dried chillies 
into a bowl and cover with 
hot water. Leave for about 20 
minutes until they have 
plumped up, then drain but 
keep them wet. 

2. Heat a small dry frying pan 
over a medium heat until hot, 
then add the peppercorns, 
both lots of seeds, the cloves 


and mace blade and dry-fry, 
stirring regularly, until nicely 
toasted, about two minutes. 

3. Tip the toasted spices into 
a mortar and pestle or food 
processor and pound or 
blend to a fine powder. Add 
the galangal and lemongrass 
and pound or blend to a 
paste. Add all the remaining 
ingredients, including the 
soaked chillies, and pound or 
blend to a paste. 

4. Peel and de-seed the 
butternut squash, then cut 
into hunks the size of golf 
balls. Cut the tofu into 
similar-sized pieces. Set both 
to one aside. 

5. Heat a little vegetable oil in 
a medium saucepan, then 
add the curry paste and cook 


for a minute or so. Add the 
creamed coconut and the 
creamy layer from the top of 
the tins of coconut milk and 
cook over a medium heat for 
five to six minutes - watch 
that it doesn't burn. 

6. Add the palm sugar, reduce 
the heat and cook gently for 
five to 10 minutes, stirring 
until it is rich red in colour 
and no longer smells raw. The 
oil will separate from the 
mixture, then gradually come 
back together as the mixture 
thickens and darkens. Be 
careful not to let it burn. 

7. Add the squash pieces and 
stir well so the paste coats 
them all, cook for a couple of 
minutes, then pour in the 
coconut milk and 200ml 
water and bring to the boil. 

8. Drop in the lemongrass, 
lime leaves and galangal, add 
half the fish sauce, then 
reduce the heat and simmer 
gently, uncovered, for 10-12 
minutes. Stir in the tofu and 
simmer for 10 more minutes. 

9. To finish, season with extra 
palm sugar if it's too spicy, or 
the remaining fish sauce if it's 
a little bland. Dress with fried 
garnish and the sliced chilli 
and serve immediately. 



INGREDIENTS 

200g trimmed lamb fillets or a 
200g loin of lamb 
50ml vegetable oil 
10 julienned lime leaves 
3 julienned long fresh red chillies 
A handful of fresh coriander leaves

3. Remove the lamb to a 
plate and leave to rest for 
five minutes. 

4. Meanwhile, combine all 
the dressing ingredients in 
a small bowl, mixing 
together well. 

5. Slice the lamb thinly, 
then put into a bowl with 
the cooking juices, the lime 
leaves, chillies and herbs 
and toss through. 

6. Add the beansprouts and 
a tablespoon of the dressing 
and toss to mix. 

7. Serve on individual 
plates or in a big bowl and 
dribble the remaining 
dressing over.

C AROL VORDERMAN is 
still on course to be a 
high-flyer and take to the 
skies for a round the 
world solo flight. She put 
plans for the adventurous trip on 
hold to care for her beloved mum 
Jean, who sadly passed away a 
year ago when she was nearly 89. 

"From the age of 21, I'd loved 
looking after Mum. I employed 
her full-time from when I was 25. 
We always lived together. It's 
taken time to come to terms with 
losing her,” says the former 
Countdown star, 57. 

Jean battled cancer three times 
before her terminal diagnosis and 
Carol says: "My solo world flight 
was put on hold while I looked 
after Mum. But it seems the right 
time to whip up that dream again. 

"It's going to take a couple of 
years so I’m looking at 2020. It's a 
lot of organisation, but I've 
already done a lot of the 
preparation so I don't have to start 
from scratch." 

Carol, who has two children 
- daughter Katie, 26, and son 
Cameron, 21 - has another 
ambition that she is keen to tick 
off her bucket list... she wants to 
get on the set of the new Top Gun 
movie. 

"Who wouldn't?” she laughs. "I 
will be begging, and pleading and 
blagging and contacting everyone 
I know to get on the set and, if I 
don’t, at least I know I tried."

N early one in five 
homes does not 
bother with 
contents insurance 
- cover that protects 
your belongings if 
they are stolen or 
you suffer fire or 
flood. And that, according to Co-op 
Insurance adds up to £175bn worth of 
goods without cover. 

Whether you rent or are buying your 
property, contents insurance can be an 
essential protection for your valuables. 
Contents insurance is often 
inexpensive - basic cover for a small 
home may cost under £150 a year. 

People living in the North-East are 
almost twice as likely to go without 
contents cover than those living in East 
Anglia. 

Typically, homes have contents 
costing about £35,000 to replace if all 
were lost to fire or flood. This figure 
includes furniture, bedding, electronic 
gadgets, kitchen appliances (including 
pots and pans) and clothing. 

If you have valuables such as 
jewellery then the total will probably be 
greater. 

So why do households go without 
cover? 

Some - mistakenly - believe that 
their contents are insured by their 
landlord or through the buildings 
policy mortgage companies insist 
upon. 

Many young people think they are 
covered by their parents' home 
insurance. This can be true - for 
instance if they live some of the year in 
student accommodation. Always check 
policies first, however. 

But a significant number reckon their 
contents are not worth enough to 
insure. This makes sense if they feel 
they are happy to lose items and can 
afford to replace them, often with new 
or updated versions. 

Others take one look at premiums 
and decide the expense and hassle are 
not worth it. Proportionally to what 
they own, those living in bedsits and 
shared homes pay substantially more 


Insurance can be pricey - but so is 
replacing damaged or stolen property 


than people living in mansions. 

Overall, one in six has little or no idea 
of what contents insurance is about. 

But nine out of 10 believe insurers 
could do more to make policies user 
friendly. 

In particular, three out of four said 
there was too much jargon that only 
insurers understood - many think 
cover companies use small print to get 
out of paying claims. 

One in three think policies would be 
easier to understand if insurance 
companies used real life examples to 
show what's covered and what isn't.

■ Work out what it would cost to replace 
everything that you care about if it was lost 
before seeing if insurance is worthwhile 

for you. Don't bother with clothes you rarely or 
never wear or that pile of DVDs you never play.

won't want to replace. Otherwise, your company 
will say you have "under-insured" and might not 
pay out the correct amount.

This can be 
better value than buying separate cover. But

S ub arus have always 
appealed to a 
curious mix of 
buyers in the UK - 
everything from boy 
racers to the country set and 
somewhere in between those 
people who regularly tow 
large objects like boats, 
caravans and horseboxes. 

Despite the marque’s 
acknowledged reputation for 
engineering excellence and 
four-wheel drive prowess the 
Subaru brand has never 
quite taken off this side of 
the Atlantic in the same way 
it has in the US. 

From a personal 
perspective it’s always been 
a marque I’ve had a 
fondness for and 
characteristics like capability 
and ruggedness underpinned 
by a simple sense of style 
have enduring appeal. 

While it’s unlikely Subaru 
sales are going to soar 
imminently in the UK its 
new XV should find some 
favour in the fast-growing 
crossover market. 

Unlike Subaru’s more boxy 
estates and SUVs the XV is 
very much in the curvy 
crossover category, rather 
like an elevated large 
hatchback. 


It’s certainly curvier and 
styled a little more 
dynamically than its 
predecessor, launched in 
2012, though the overall 
design blueprint is 
essentially the same. 

Differences include more 
chrome, a more steeply 
raked windscreen and a 
lower roofline to the rear 
which imbues it with more 
of a coupe kind of look. 

The latest XV is also larger 
in pretty much every respect, 
the main benefit being a 
roomier cabin. 

It’s based on Subaru’s new 
global platform, which 
represents a hefty 
investment and promises 
increased stiffness and 
improved handling. 

On the inside the XV has 
an open and well-appointed 
cabin. 

I notched-up quite a few 
miles in it - many on the 
motorway - and it’s certainly 
a comfortable place to be 
from a driver’s perspective, 
particularly on a long 
journey. 

As far as switchgear and 
instrumentation are 
concerned they still have 
that rugged and utilitarian 
Subaru look and feel but 


everything is very intuitive 
and easy to use. 

The new eight-inch 
touchscreen is impressive 
and though it might lack the 
sophistication of the kind of 
technology found in many of 
its rivals, it actually seems 
rather modern and with-it 
for a Subaru. Android Auto 
and Apple CarPlay 
compatibility is another new 
addition. 

Perhaps surprisingly 
there’s no diesel engine 
option for the XV this time 
round, just a choice of two 


Boxer petrol units (1.6-litre 
and 2.0-litre). 

There’s also no manual 
gearbox available and both 
engines are mated to a 
continuously variable 
transmission (CVT). 

Normally the absence of a 
diesel might be a cause for 
concern but given the 
ongoing diesel backlash this 
might not work to Subaru’s 
disadvantage. 

As one might expect both 
are smooth units but no 
turbocharging means neither 
are particularly potent. 


That said I found the 2.0- 
litre unit in this car to be a 
capable performer overall 
and while it won’t make for 
B road cornering thrills it felt 
very at home cruising on the 
motorway and the adaptive 
cruise control did much to 
enhance the long distance 
driving experience. 

Safety features include 
EyeSight driver assistance 
technology, which uses 
cameras to scan the road for 
potential hazards, working in 
tandem with the cruise 
control. Added reassurance 
comes courtesy 
of automatic 
emergency 
braking and 
lane keep 
assist. 


Should you wish to take 
the XV off-road it would put 
many rival crossovers to 
shame. 

The latest X-Mode 
symmetrical all-wheel drive 
technology is now fitted to 
the XV and it also has the 
kind of ground clearance 
(22cm) you’d find on many 
larger SUVs. 

There are SE and SE 
Premium trim levels. While 
both are generously 
equipped if you want a built- 
in satellite navigation system 
you’ll need to opt for SE 
Premium. 

The higher-specced 
version also comes with 
other extras including leather 
upholstery, a sunroof and a 
powered driver’s seat.

St Mark’s pupil takes top schoolboy title in epic final 



HARLOW teenager Ronnie Nick- 
olds has been crowned National 
Schoolboy Champion after an 
epic final at Grantham Leisure 
Centre. 

The 14-year-old, who attends St 
Mark’s school in Harlow, was dis¬ 
appointed earlier this year when 
he narrowly failed to get selection 
to represent England in the recent 
European championships. 

This spurred him on and, com¬ 
peting in the U59kg category, he 
made sure he was crowned cham¬ 
pion in that class. 

After receiving a walkover in 
the regional rounds the Hoddes- 
don pugilist faced London cham¬ 
pion Tommy Lake (Northolt ABC) 
in the quarter-finals. 

Nickolds, a member of Hoddes- 
don Boxing Academy, is a com¬ 
pact, stocky boxer who was facing 
an extremely tall opponent with 
good feet and exceptionally long 
arms. 

It was Nickolds who was the 
busier of the two, closing down 
the space to force Lake on to the 
back foot. 

Good head and shoulder move¬ 
ment by Nickolds was followed by 
thumping shots into the midriff of 
the London boxer, who didn’t have 
the strength to mix it at close 
range. 

The Hoddesdon boxer contin¬ 


ued the good work in the second 
round. 

Lake could only throw punches 
from range and, although he suc¬ 
ceeded on a few occasions, the 
dominance and work rate was all 
coming from his opponent. 

Both boxers were cheered on by 
an appreciative audience as the 
bell rang for the start of the third 
and last round. 

Flair 

Nickolds oozed confidence 
showing a little bit of flair and 
lateral movement before landing 
thumping head shots to close out 
the contest. 

Surprisingly split it was a 
decision, 4-1, but he advanced to 
the semi-finals. His opponent 
withdrew, leaving Nickolds a path 
into the grand final. 

In an epic scrap with unbeaten 
opponent Calvin Chakki-West 
(Warwick West Mercia ABC) it 
was Nickolds’ hand that was 
raised - but not after a scare in the 
first round. 

Chakki-West was slightly taller 
and looked bigger than Nickolds 
and he used that to his advantage 
as he came flying out of the corner 
to force his opponent onto the 
back foot, throwing an accumu¬ 
lation of punches. 

Nickolds had been taken by sur¬ 


prise and tried to pivot off his 
opponent to create space and land 
scoring shots of his own, but was 
swamped by the aggression and 
speed of Chakki-West. 

Sensing he was down after the 
opener, and following a few choice 
words from coach Charlie Brown, 
Nickolds began to find his range 
and distance and catch his advan¬ 
cing opponent who was beginning 
to tire. The tide had now turned 
and it was Nickolds who was 
enjoying success in landing his 
punches. 

They were having an instant 
effect and it was honours even 
going into the last round. 

Nickolds pressed forward 
showing his experience and land¬ 
ing big, thumping shots, forcing 
his opponent onto the ropes. 

The referee administered a 
standing eight count to a tired 
looking opponent and at the bell 
Nickolds raised his hands know¬ 
ing that he had clinched the 
national championship. 

“This was a great achievement 
for Ronnie, who although disap¬ 
pointed with his exclusion from 
the England team, dusted himself 
off and became the number one in 
the country in his year group and 
weight class,” said Hoddesdon 
Boxing Academy head coach Sab 
Leo.
